bor, believes that the total number of ihe unemployed is now be- 
tween four mil'ion and five million. 
The federal government, 


which has such exact means of ascertaining the condition of the 
crops, has no equivalent machinery for reporting on the condi- 
tion of industry, ana can neither confirm nor disprove Mr. Mor- 
rison's statement. 


But irrespective of how many men are now actually without 


work it is undoubtedly true that the industrial army is approxi- 
mately two-thirds of what it was a year ago. 
As the product 


must fluctuate roughly \\ -th the number of people and factories 
at work, the current output must also be approximately two- 
thirds of what it was a year ago. 
Another way of putting it is 


that our industrial organization demands a reserve of at least 
one-third of its active army, which it needs at certain periods but 
cannot use at others. 


But this reserve has no claim against industry except thru 


wages. When it is denied employment it is,, of course, denied 
wages. Being denied wages its purchasing power is lost or di- 
minished. 
The unemployed need food, but there is 19 per cent, 


of unemployment in the food industries: they need clothes, but 
there is 35 per cent, of unemployment in the textile industries; 
they need shoes, but there is 35 per cent, of unemployment in 
the leather industry; they must have shelter, but there is from 
19 to 35 per cent, of unemployment in the building and house- 
furnishings industries, intensifying an already acute shortage. 
i If four million people are out of work the immediate demand 
for go'ods is diminished, not by the whole amount of their wages, 
for they must still live, but by a very considerable amount. 
And this decline in the demand for goods aggravates the very 
conditions which cause unemployment. The cycle of low 
wages, unemployment, decreased demand for goods, followed 
by more unemployment and a still further increase in demand, 
is as vicious as the cycle of full employment, high wages, high 
prices, and higher wages, of which we were hearing a year ago. 


There is no sure cure for fluctuations in the demand for goods. 


Something can be done, however, to smooth out the fluctuations 
in thfe production of goods. 
Some seasonal industries can be 


run all the year. Industries that are over-manned and over- 
equipped can be scaled down, as Mr. Hoover has suggested the 
bituminous coal industry should be. and this release of men and 
capital can find outlet in new and underdeveloped industries. 
The problem would not be insoluble for the managerial ability 
which produced the Standard Oil or the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, or for that higher type which managed the relief of 
Belgium. Unless the signs fail this must be the next great in- 
vention, capping and making more fruitful all those that have 
preceded it.
